Four-Power Pacific Obligation Is 
Not in the Nature of an 
| Alliance 


| WASHINGTON, March 6.—There Is 
no “alliance’ 'in the four-power Paci- 
fic freatles nor any obligation to use 
force, Senator New, of Indiana, re- 
|publican member of the foreign ‘re- 
lations committee, declared today in 
opening in the senate discussion of 
; the treaties on behaif of the adminis- 
tration, 

Replying to criticism of the trea- 
ties, Senator New, a close persona! 
friend of President Harding, declered 
that the four-power treaties gave 
safeguards for peace to the United 
| Sieite and did not impair its sover- 
eignty. Senator New made a detailed 
comparison of the treaties with the 
League of Nations plan and asserted 
that the treaties were ‘‘co-operative,” 
while the League, he said, wap “dras- 
tic and compuisory,” and rquired sub- 
mission of ail questions to a council. 
“Instead of threatening, injuring or 
impairing our I’berties, free institu- 
tions, independence, and sovereignty, 
this treaty (the four-power measure) 
adds to the eecurity of all of them,” 
said Senator New. He emphasize i 
that rejection of the four-power 


treaty would continue in force the 
|Anglo-Japanese ailtance with its 
imenace to the United States. 

On the question of use of furce 


under the treaties, Senator New con- 
tinued: 

“There ig no provision for force by 
one against the others or by the 
others againet the one; there is here 
not even a covert threat of force. 
Force is not in this provision, expli- 
oitly or implicitly, elther in the fore- 
ground or ‘background. There ts 
here only an undertaking of and 
among friends to talk over controver- 
jsies and adjust them in a spit of 
amity and brotherhood, 

“But, I wish to emphasize,” Sena- 
tor New continued, “that it ia not an 
alliance in any heretofore accepte!
